Only one other figure of this primitive type appears to have 
been recorded, and that was the example in the L. A. Harrison 
Collection, Sotheby’s, 28th July, 1937, lot 55, illustrated in the 
catalogue facing p. 14; Cheyne Book, pl. 22, no. 185. 

The whole question of the “ Girl in the Swing” type has 
been discussed by William King in a paper read to the English 
Ceramic Circle which it is hoped to publish after the War.
